Now I've been a ham for over 25 years. I'm far from perfect, but I pride 
myself in at least trying to use proper procedure. As a novice, I remember 
reading a nice guide put out by the ARRL called "Your Novice Accent". I must 
have read it a hundred times. It did a wonderful job of explaining proper CW 
procedure. I know that "C" is a common abbreviation for "yes" and is often 
sent in response to a "QRL?". 


I had thoughts of sending a letter to the breaking op to set him straight but 
figured it probably wouldn't do any good. In time, he would probably hear 
someone else send a "C" in response to his QRL? and might look it up 
somewhere. 

It doesn't pay to get mad at ops who don't know or appreciate proper 
procedure. There are too few of us as it is. Just try to set a good example 
and hope that the newbies will learn by listening. I'm sure that the guy who 
questioned your call would learn in time that not all calls are in his book

Now I can hang with ya'll 
on the QRP 

freqs. I was checking out 7040 tonight...WOW. Majorly different from the 
novice bands. 

Hadn't spent much time outside of novice bands, and I was really surprized 
how easy it is 

to snag a qso (then again maybe just a fluke). Just 2 rounds of CQ and I 
snagged KIQET 

in Springfield, MO using an OHR Explorer II (40 meters) running about 2 
watts... 

got a 579, and I was really happy. I used to call CQ on novice bands for

This simple mod improves the MDS (receiver sensitivity) by more than 1dB. 
Just add a 220pF capacitor (under the board) across C22. I used a COG mono 


cap. Retune TC5 for maximum signal. If you run out of tuning range, spread 
the turns on L3, or, in an extreme case, remove one turn. This mod 
increases the load impedance seen by Q5 from 365 Ohms to 1200 Ohms, and 
increases the loaded Q of the tuned circuit from 2.3 to 8.8. You will 
notice the sharper tuning of TC5.

The official rules for NorCal's QRP TO THE FIELD (QRPTTF) will be posted very 
soon by contestmeister Joe, AB7TT as soon as this years rules are finalized 
and approved by Doug when he gets back from Ft. Smith, AR., but here is a 
sneak preview for those wanting to start planning. 


PRELIMINARY INFO -- 1999 QRP TO THE FIELD 


CONTEST PERIOD: Saturday, April 24, 1999 - from 1600 to 2400 UTC. 


THE THEME will be "Run to the Borders" Part II, very similar to last year's, 
where you operate from a state border for an additional multiplier. 


DISCUSSION: This is the 5th annual QRPTTF, which is primirily a "to the field" 
contest - the field day for QRPers - though we have added a HOME and DX 
category this year and a "special" border multiplier (see below). It is to 
encourage QRPers to get together and have fun, both on-the-air and off. All 
operating rules are for CONTEST PURPOSES ONLY. Conformance to other things, 
like DXCC and WAS is not implied. 


DX STATIONS: This will be the first QRPTTF with good propagation on the 
higher bands, and thus the first year QRPTTF could be a "global event." 
Thus, QRPTTF is open to all DX stations in the hope you will participate 
from either your home, or a field location, and join the fun. DX stations 
receive an additional times 2 multiplier. 


BORDER STATIONS are those that operate from a state line or the XE/VE border. 
Your exchange will include all the states/provinces/countries (SPC) involved, 
such as "599 NM/CO" or "599 WA/VE7." You in turn multiply your final score by 
the number of SPC's sent in the exchange. Operate from as close as feasible 
to the state line/border without risking your welfare or safety. For borders 
passing through bodies of water, operate from either shore. This does not, 
however, include bodies of water, say California and Japan as the shores ... 
sorry Bob, N6WG (but great idea though!) 


CATEGORIES: 
FIELD: Any station operating from "the field." Antennas must be erected on 
the site, you provide the power, etc. 


HOME: Operation from your home or fixed station site, permanent antennas, 
etc. This is to allow the HOME stations to compete with eachother. 
DX: Any station not in the contiguous U.S., including VE, AK and HI 
MULTI-OP: Two or more operators using a single call sign. 


SCORING: 
5 points for each domestic QSO/SPC 
EX: You work CO, that's 5 pts.; you work a CO/WY, that's 10 points 
10 points for each DX QSO ...including VE, HI and AK 


MULTIPLIERS: 
x4 for FIELD stations 
x2 for HOME stations 
x2 for DX stations 
xK where K= number of SPC's in YOUR exchange 
EX: CO/WY = 2 WA/VE = 2. CA/AZ/NV = 3 (maximum of 4) 


SCORE: Add your QSO points then multiply by the appropriate multipliers 


*x*x SPECIAL "RUN TO THE BORDERS" CATEGORY xx 
How desperate are you for a 2 point multiplier? If you have no shame, 
then this category is for you!!! 


You will be allowed to claim a 2-state border if you operate from near a 
TACO BELL RESTAURANT. To qualify for this special TACO BELL multiplier, you 
must submit a photograph of your operation with your logs that shows both 
your station and the Taco Bell in the photo. Thus, you need not be in the 
parking lot neccessarily, but as long as your station is close enough to a 
Taco Bell to be in the "field of view" of the photo. And yes, photos may 

be published in QRPp. Each Taco Bell has a store number; you must ask for 
and record the Taco Bell store number on your entry. 


If you do this, you sign your state/TACO BELL in your exchange. 
EXAMPLE: In New York, your exchange would be "NY/TACO BELL." 


If you WORK a Taco Bell station, it counts as 2 SPC's (that is, 10 points) 
So get together with some QRP buddies and participate in QRP To The Field. 
Make an excursion out of it, or a camping trip, and have as much fun off 
the aix as you do on the air. 


Remember, this is a hobby; don't be embarrased to have some FUN!

Hi Caity, 

Well before Outbacker introduced the Outpost tripod, I had built 
essentially the same thing out of a large aluminum camera tripod. You 
can find some real beauties at fleamarkets or junk stores. Total cost 
in my case was under $10 for the tripod and a standard mobile antenna 
mount, which I mounted on the flat base (where the camera would normally 
go). You can "bond" the aluminum legs to the base with alligator clips, 
and add clip-on extension radials (which serve the same purpose as the 
Outpost's aluminum plates, that is, simulating the "car" that would 
normally be the ground plane). 

Keep in mind, I use the outbacker primarily for my bicycle mobile, 
where I don't have any other practical choice for multiband capability. 
I built the tripod for the fun of experimenting with the outbacker from 
fixed locations, but I don't think I'd ever take the Outbacker and the 
tripod backpacking - an end-fed wire antenna (complete with tuner and 
counterpoise) will perform as well or better, and is much more 
transportable. But since you already have the Outbacker, have some fun 
and build a tripod yourself, saving some big bucks. By the way, I've 
used a clip on capacitance hat on my Outbacker for operation at the low 


end of some bands - 10 minutes to make - see January QrpQuarterly for a 
photo. 
Let me know if you want any more info on mine.
